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We ran to corn, 
wheat, mules and horses. 


. I ean remember yet riding the 
old horse, called Patsy, a deep 
sorrel, to the mill. Maybe there 
would be a sack of corn, or per- 
haps of wheat, across the horse 
in front of me, delicately bal- 
anced. But always there'd be 
One or the other. The trick of 
balance was not to fill the sack 
too full. Usually I had a basket 


of eggs to trade at the store for — 


coffee. The store was right across 
the road from the mill and the 
thing to do was ride up to the 
store, hand the basket to sumeone 
on the store porch, and then ride 
over to the mill and slide off the 
horse and pull the sack off on the 
mill porch. 

I will never forget the smell 
of the mill, or the sight of it, 
with its timbers dusty with 
ground grain; or the feel of the 
stones, warm, but never hot. I 
always had a nickel for candy 
at the store. There were just 
two kinds, stick candy and the 
big chocolate-covered drops 
which came in small half barrels, 
or kegs. The store had its smell, 
too, of coffee, candy, cheese, dry 
goods, harness leather and new 
shoe leather; bananas and 
coal oil. 

When it was done you got the 
ground meal across the horse, 
mounted the horse and rode over 
to the store and let them hand 
you the basket with the coffee 
and maybe salt and some spools 
of No. 50 thread in it. There 
was always someone willing to 
help a boy get away from the 
milk Then you rode slowly home, 
a stick of candy in your mouth— 
meditating. 


Bread — 


We had cornbread at our house 
most of the time, because we 
liked it. But on Sundays there 
were biscuits for breakfast and 
loaf bread for dinner, both made 
from flour ground from wheat 
grown on our place. The flour 
was never white, but always a 
hight brown. 

The bread was made in the 
kitchen in a wooden dough tray. 
It was made of flour, yeast, salt 
and water with a big lump of 
butter or maybe bacon fat or 
lard, and milk. I can see my 
mother and my grandmother at it 
yet. The loaf baking was done 
on Friday or Saturday because 
we were Presbyterians and un- 
due cooking on Sunday was 
frowned on. I can see them 
shape up the loaves, grease them 
and slide them into the old wood- 
burnirig cookstove with the big 
box of stovewood beside it. The 
smell of it cooking was wonder- 
ful, aromatic and sweet. A man 
never forgets that sort of thing. 

The loaves were firm and each 
slice had its texture. There was 
nothing soft or flabby about it. 
It had substance when you 
chewed it. On Sunday nights, 
crumbled in a bow! of milk, it 
tasted like nuts. 

We didn't know it, of course, 
but that bread had vitamins in it. 
And minerals, too. 


Debate 


I don’t know how it began but 
somehow the trend ran to whiter 
flour and softer bread. To do 
that it was necessary to remove 
from wheat just about every 
natural vitamin and mineral. 

Then came the adding of syn- 
thetic enrichment, I read with 
interest, of the debate between 
bakers and the government, that 
only 28 states require that some 

, of the vitamins be put back into 
it, once they are laboriously re- 
moved. That sounds a little pre- 
posterous, but then, that is our 
way. It is one of the many little

WITH U. S. 25TH DIVISION IN KOREA, 
Aug. 13—(AP)—Sixty-five American artillery- 
men—many of them wounded and all of them 
fight-weary—crawled through enemy encircle- 
ment to this frontline outpost Saturday night 
and Sunday.

At Milledgeville 


Construction of the 1,000-bed psychi- 
atric building for white patients at the 
Milledgeville State Hospital, for which a 
contract was let last week, will help rem- 
edy crowded conditions there and also will 
permit more effective treatment of the 
mentally ill. 


The new building will be similar to the 
1,000-bed psychiatric facility for Negro pa- 
tients which now is nearing completion. 
They are steps in a four-year pattern of 
progress. 

ere have been other improvements 
since the controversy last year threatened 
the institution. A new dental laboratory, 
sai dto be one of the most modern in the 
region, is more than half finished. Seven 
new homes for physicians have been com- 
leted. Additions have been made to the 
aundry, a boiler plant has been installed 
to supply the institution and preliminary 
work is going forward on a warehouse 
which will cost approximately $400,000. 
Perhaps more important, however, is 


the nation’s efforts into rearmament. and 
preventing inflation.

Henry Has 
- No Place To Go 


WASHINGTON—It may seem a bit ironical 
that on the same day Henry A. Wallace an- 
nounced his resignation from the Progressive 

Party, which he founded and whose presidential ticket he headed 
in 1948, the Democrats of Idaho were lopping off the political 
head of Sen. Glen Taylor, Wallace’s running mate in the ill- 
starred White House venture. 

Thus the demise of the short-lived Progressive splinter move- 
ment becomes final and complete. What is left of it is merely 
the shell of the Communist elements which attached themselves 
to the Wallace candidacy because of his sympathetic attitude 
toward the experiment the Communists were trying out in Russia. 

After passing through the full cycle of political 
No Party parties, Mr. Wallace now finds himself as a man 
without a party. Starting out as a Republican, he switched over 
to the Democrats in the Roosevelt campaign of 1932; then he 
organized the Progressives in 1948. In resigning from the latter 
group the other day, he said he had no intention to affiliate with 
either the Democrats or the Republicans. 

Senator Taylor earlier had seen the errors of his way and 
had sought to return to the Democratic fold. He was a candidate 
for renomination og the Democratic ticket in Idaho, but the voters 
of his state evidently decided that he was too closely associated 
with left wing elements, and so he was defeated. 

Because of his past isolationist record, the man who defeated 
him, former Sen. Worth Clark, would be no bargain to the 
Truman Administration. But then an advantage lies on another 
score in that the Republicans would have been delighted to see 
Senator Taylor renominated, believing him to be far more 
vulnerable. 

To Mr. Wallace’s credit, it may be said that he finally had the 
wisdom and the patriotism to see that the remnants of the sup- 
port which was attracted to his third party movement of two 
years was almost entirely Communistic in design. He quit the 
Progressive Party because he no longer could stand its steadfast 
adherence to the Soviet foreign policy line. His resignation came 
after dominant Communist elements of the party sought to con- 


demn American participation. in the Korean war. 
Pathetic With all of his faults and foibles, Henry Wallace 
will go down in history as a pathetic figure of sorts 
in that he missed by a hair’s breadth being President of the 
United States. His chance at the presidency was lost, not in 1948 
when he was the candidate of the Progressive Party, but in 1944 
when he was defeated for renomination as vice president to run 
with President Roosevelt. Had be been renominated—and he lost 
out by only a handful of votes—he, instead of Harry Truman, 
would have become President when Mr. Roosevelt died in April 
of 1945. 

The basis of the Wallace third party candidacy is believed to 
be found in the lingering bitterness over his defeat by Mr. Truman 
in 1944. As an added aggravation he had been ousted from the 
Truman cabinet because of disagreement over foreign policy. 
Many suspected Wallace of deliberately seeking the ouster as an 
excuse to run. 

But whatever were his motives, it was apparent to all at 
the start that the only purpose his third party candidacy could 
serve would be to bring about a split in Democratic ranks that 
promised the defeat of President Truman. The Wallace presi- 
dential candidacy got off to a whooping start, and it was felt at 
the time that he would be sure to take away enough votes to 
insure election of the Republican ticket. 


Before the campaign was far advanced, 
Refuge for Reds however, it became clear to the country 


that the Progressive movement had become the refuge of Com- 
munist and left wing groups, with the result that Wallace ended 
up polling only 1,157,172 votes—less than the Dixiecrat ticket of 
Thurmond and Wright. Nevertheless, he still was able to take 
away enough votes to cause the Democrats to lose New York and 
a few other states. 

The Wallace candidacy was doomed to failure from the 
moment it became clear that the fellow-travelers and other left 
wingers were attaching themselves to his cause like leeches. In 
view of his action now in making a clean break with these 
elements of the party he founded, it seems only fair to say that 


“he was never as Red as those with whom he was associated. 


More likely, what he did in 1948 was inspired more by a spirit 
of political revenge than any acceptance of the Moscow philosophy. 
Politics does that sort of thing to a man sometimes.

They had violated the union law 
which forbids American citizens to tell outsiders 
what rotten conditions are inflicted on them! by 
the racketeers and Communists. Years ago there 
was an excuse for secrecy, unions were weak 
and the bosses had a habit of wheedling infor- 
mation out of individuals. 


But nowadays the rule works exclusively to 
protect the goons and muzzle their victims. It 
is a violation of union law even to tell the 
prosecuting attorney that the goons have stolen 
the treasury.

said so often it is a mere platitude, except for the folks who ex- 

perience it. We got back to Yellow River just in time for the 

cool nights and the good sleeping and the volunteer mushroom 

season. Our pastures turn out some wonderful mushrooms during 

the intermittent showers and sunshine. Everybody else is afraid 

of them so we often get a pan full of broiled mushrooms just by 
way of an hors d’oeuvre. (Life is hard.) . 

We found jhe fescue seed turned out well, the kudzu doing 
fine, the sericea not needed for grazing so we are letting it make 
seed, the ladjno clover getting too tall and not doing much bloom- 
ing, and Johnson and crab grass in all of the pastures. The 
cattle are staying pretty busy going from pasture to pasture 
mopping up these grasses. We used to worry about these grasses 
but now that we follow the year-round grazing plan we don’t 
worry about them any more. It’s all “grist to the milk” 


: . The cattle are looking fine, gaining weight, and 
Kine Fine act as though they belonged here. We have had 
only two cases of screw worms this Summer. (Down on Cumber- 
land Island there was no apparent way to stamp it out, every 
critter born picked up the hideous ailment.) Foot-rot has left 
us alone, also. 

The multiflora roses are bounding along with a temporary 
setback. The dry spell browned off the leaves and gave them a 
diseased appearance. But the rains have greened them out and 
they are jumping. We will use these early 1,500 plants as a 
nucleus for fencing in the future. 

The garden is a wreck. One fact the absentee landlord can 
depend on; while he is away the garden will be completely neg- 
lected. The early plantings will be gathered by the people on 
the place but nothing done to keep them coming on. No new 
plantings will be made. The men seem to think that gardening 
is a woman’s job, except when the products are on the table. 
Always there is something more important that needs doing than 
the business of raising the individual’s food supply. This is a 
holdover from the cotton-only days when everybody made cotton 
and bought the rations at the store.

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We had a confession the other day at a Georgia Press Association luncheon from 
the man who committed the larceny—76-year-old Judge Gordon Sausy, Chatham 
County ordinary and general counsel for the GPA. The judge, a jaunty gentleman 
and a distinguished raconteur, is guilty of larceny on two counts: 1.

He had been, 
as his family unhappily noted, “a football-play- 
ing fool” at Cornell, where he played halfback 
and he had.coached teams all through the East. 
The South up to that point had been fairly 
apathetic about football and it pained young 
Sausy because he knew the boys in his home 
state were excellent material. 

He went to Athens to whoop up a little school 
spirit and “borrowed” the two songs for the 
occasion. The students took them to their hearts 
and they were apparently ensconced forever in 
the hearts of “ole Georgians.” Sausy remained 
on as backfield coach and he can remember the 
names of most of the players and the intricacies 
of most of the plays for the succeeding 20 years.

An Heirloom Recipe 
By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 


Today’s specialty: Old Fashioned Jellied Veal Loaf 


Almost every section of the country has it’s favorite 
recipe for a “summer meat loaf’—the kind that isn’t 


chopped parsley. Pour into 
chilled loaf pan and refrigerate. 
If desired, lay hard-cooked egg 
slices in bottom of pan before 


baked. 

In grandmother’s day these 
were called pressed meat loaves 
and it was necessary to place a 
weight on top of the loaf while 
it was sitting. Usually these 
loaves were made a day early, 
so they would have ptenty of 
time to cool in the cellar. 

We usually had a jeilied loaf 
of chicken, veal or pork on 
hand every weekend from June 
to September. Mother believed 
she needed it in case unexpect- 
ed company came. If no one 
came then we could eat it for 
our Sunday night supper. As 
children we liked it, best in 
sandwiches—thin slices of jellied 
meat loaf, crisp leaf lettuce, 
homemade salad dressing 
stacked between king-size slices 
of bread. 

These jellied loaves are like 
basic black dresses—they can 
be dressed up or down. For 
parties or buffets unmold the 
loaf on a large platter and ring 
it with whole tomatoes stuffed 
with slaw, or lettuce ¢ups filled 
with melon balls and a sprig of 
mint. For family meals garnish 
the plate with hard-cooked egg 
sections, pickle strips, carrot 
curls, or tomato slices.

combined with cheese slices for 
a cold plate, or served in sand- 
witches' with tomato or paper- 
thin onion slices. 

Meat for jellied loaves may 
be beef, veal, pork, chicken or 
a combination such as veal and 
pork. After simmering in water 
the meat may be ground or cut 
into small pieces. No gelatin is 
needed to make it mold.-When 
stock is boiled down it is con- 
centrated sufficiently so that it 
forms a thick jelly when cold.

made so many doctors suscepti- 
ble to the idea of “alkalizing” 
the Blood and tissues of the pa- 
tient with joint trouble. Plying 
patients with soda and other 
alkalies with a vague hope of 
neutralizing “acid wastes” or

for a time among medical prac- 
titioners.

In these spiels about rheuma- 
tiz I have hardly. alluded to in- 
fection, that is, invasion of the 
joint tissues by disease germs, 
because such involvement of a 
joint or joints is generally only 
an incident, complication - or 
consequence of gonorrhea, sy- 
philis or tuberculosis and is so 
recognized. 

The question of focal infec- 
tion is seldom raised today. 
Too many thousands of victims 
of blind application of the prin- 
ciple of focal infection suffered 
the loss of tonsils, teeth and in 
some instance life itself, in the 
vain hope of curing the rheu- 
matiz, back in the days when 
the “clinic” charlatans were 
taking them out wholesale. I do 
not mean to deny the occurrence 
of focal infection. I do say it 
requires deliberate study and 
the best judgment of doctor and 
perhaps dentist in consultation 
to decide whether a patient with 
rheumatiz should submit to 
surgical removal of tonsil or 
tooth as the probable source of 
the joint trouble. Any physician 
or dentist who arbitrarily ad- 
vises, orders or acquiesces in 
the removal of all or many 
teeth that are serving for even 
partial mastication should be 
shot at sunrise. 

All of this harangue is lead- 
ing up to the view which I pre- 
dict will supersede the old con- 
cepts of rheumatiz, namely, that 
it is in most instances an earlier 
or later stage of physical de- 
generation. Talks to follow will 
familiarize readers with the na- 
ture, manifestations, causes and 
prevention of physical degen- 
eration—PD, that is. Short for 
rheumatiz.

W.S. Ellis Vows No Retirement 
As Machines Oust Morse Code me 


W.’S. Ellis has “slowed down j 


“You see,” 


Morse operators!” 

Ellis, native Georgian who re- 
sides at 444 Oakland Ave., S. E., 
has been a “knight of.the key” for 
more than half a century. He start- 
ed as a youngster of 15 on the Cen- 
tral of Georgia Railroad and has 
onsen with Western Union since 
1901. 


With seven other veterans 
versed in the dot and dash code, 
Ellis keeps up a distinctive clatter 
on the third floor of the Western 
Union Building. 


Their sharp, individual din is 
almost lost in the multi-toned hum 
of ultra modern telegraphy, as tel- 
egrams flash through high-speed 
printing and facsimile machines 
and over radio beams and carrier 
system. 

A new generation of young men 
and women, using fast telegraph 
machines with typewriter-like 
keyboards, has grown up. Since 
World War II, Western Union has 
spent $81,000,000 on a nation-wide 
program of mechanfation and im- 
provement, with Atlanta serving 
as a “guinea pig” for an automatic 
selective transmitting position pro- 
viding a funnel for messages to and 
from a large area of the nation. 


But there's still an important 
niche for Morse men like J. C. 
Chaffin, of 933 Highland View, 
N. E., and his brother, J. R. Chaf- 
fin, who mourn that “you don't 
find fast, clean operators nowWa- 
days.” 

The Chaffin brothers and other 
old-timers are found today work- 
ing at the scene of major news 
events, transmitting stories in dot 
and dash code as they are written 
by newspapermen working beside 
them in the press boxes at baseball 
and football games, fight arenas, 
famous court trials, and political 
conventions. 


During the Gainesville storm in 
1939, Morse operators were sent. 
from Atlanta to Gainesville to set 
up emergency circuits in a boxcar 
on the railroad track. Old-timers 
here recall working at executions 
in Milledgeville and at a wholesale 
City Hall graft trial.

Operators, Ellis recalls, had a 
style of sending so individual] that 
friends would recognize it.

The ranks of Morse operators 
began thinning in 1914, when 
printing telegraphy came along. At

A new system of high-speed 
message centers now has made 
even the telegraph system that 
succeeded the Morse operations 
style “old-fashioned.” The big 
switching center on the seventh 
floor of the Western Union Build- 
ing here has an “electrical brain” 
which automatically selects a wire 
to the distant city for which a tel- 
egram is destined, sending the 
message in printed form at a speed 
faster than sound. 

' Where volume of telegrams war- 
rants it, a radio beam telegraph 
system is utilized over which more 
than 2,000 telegrams may be sent 
simultaneously in both directions. 
In radio beam systems, radio tow- 
ers 30 to 50 miles apart take the 
place of the familiar pole lines. 

To eliminate time-consuming 
messenger pick-up and delivery 
of telegrams, facsimile telegraph 
machines are being installed in 
many Atlanta business offices 
which do not already have tele- 
graph machines linked with the 
system. 

Outstanding among develop- 
ments in the direct customer serv- 
ice field is a miniature facsimile 
machine which brings world-wide 
cable and telegraph facilities with- 
in arm’s reach of the user. The ma-

In Red After 
Its First Month 


MARIETTA—Kennestone Hos- 
pital, jointly operated by Cobb 
County and the City of Marietta, 
incurred a cash deficit of $6,793.21 
during July, its first month of 
operation. 


However, $2,956.06 in accounts 
receivable is expected to reduce 
the deficit. Over-all hospital op- 
eration in July cost $17,504.58. 


The modern 105-bed plant had 
a total occupancy of only 16.34 
percent and a daily patient aver- 
age of 20. 


Kennestone’s extremely high 
deficit, which will cost the city 
and the county about $75,000 year- 
ly should it continue, was at- 
tributed to the fact that Marietta 
Hospital, partly owned by several 
doctors, continued to operate dur- 
ing the month. 

Marietta’s Mayor Sam Welsch 
said he understood the privately- 
owned institution would close 
when Kennestone opened. How- 
ever, several doctors are known to 
hold sharp differences with Ken- 
nestone Hospital authorities over 
operation of the new plant. 

Marietta recently hiked tax rates 
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Kerinestone’s deficit. The county 
is expected to follow suit when 
the advisory board meets in early 
September.
